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Grant approved 
for downtown 
upgrades

An 11th hour push to spend 
federal funds funneled through 


_ the State of Michigan has slashed 


the price tag for a planned project 


* for downtown Grayling. 


The City of Grayling last week 
was awarded a $519,767 
Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) to help pay for 
water and sewer upgrades in the 
downtown business district. 

City officials had just filed the 
letter of intent with the Michigan 
Economic * Development 
Corporation (MEDC) to apply 
for the grant on Aug. 29, 

The CDBG funds will be used 
to replace two sanitary sewer 


‘mains, undersized water mains 


and storm water and drain struc- 
tures in the downtown business 
district. The project also includes 
replacing the road after the water 
and sewer improvements are 
completed. The entire project 
cost is $1.3 million. 

The CDBG grant is adminis- 
tered though the MEDC as part 
of the Infrastructure Capacity 
Enhancément program. The pro- 
gram benefits small cities, vil- 


-lages and townships where at 


least 51 percent of the population 
is made up of low and moderate- 
income households. The program 
is designed to assist communities 
in making improvements to exist-

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ing public infrastructure systems. 

The City of Grayling’s 
Downtown Development 
Authority is planning a $1 mil- 
lion streetscape project for the 
downtown business district. The 
grant funds will help pay for the 
the project and.cut special assess- 
ments levied on downtown busi- 
ness owners for the upgrades. 

Mike Shore, spokesperson for 
the MEDC, said federal officials 
had contacted the state agency 
and urged them to allocate funds 
for eligible projects prior to the 
end of the federal fiscal year 
which ends on Sept. 30. The 
Michigan Strategic Fund Board, 
which oversees the expenditures 
or CDBG projects, gave the 
green light for the project. 

“The plans were ready to roll 
so it was not that hard to put these 
programs together in a fairly 
quick order to get them rolling,” 
Shore said. 

Kim Millikin, a Grayling city 
council member and liaison for 
the DDA board, wrote the grant 
application with help from city 
engineering and city officials. 

“I’m ecstatic for Michigan 
Avenue property owners because 
this is going to mean more than a 
50 percent reduction in the cost 
for the DDA project,” Millikin 
said. “Maybe this will help con- 
vince them that we need to move 
forward with this project.”

pellet firm 


receives 
tax break

The Grayling City Council 
approved a tax break for a new 
business which will manufac- 
ture pellets from waste wood. 

The council, at its regular 
meeting last week, approved a 
50 percent tax abatement for 12 
years for Michigan Wood Pellet, 
LLC, a plant that will manufac- 
ture wood pellets used for wood 
pellet heating stoves as well as 
animal bedding pellets. 

Heating with wood pellet 
heating stoves is popular in 
Sweden, Denmark, Austria and 
Finland, according to the Pellet 
Fuels Institute. 

Pellets are made from waste 
wood and wood pallets which 
can not be repaired and reused, 
which prevents waste from 
going into landfills. 

The business will be owned 
and operated by Mike Hees, the 
owner of Monarch Millwork, 
Inc., located at 2211 Industrial 
Park Drive, and will be located

Groundbreaking held for new animal shelter

Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County, Inc. Board members 
and volunteers scooped the first 
shovels of dirt for a new shelter 
facility last week. 

The official groundbreaking 
for the new animal shelter, 
which will bo located at the 
Crawford County Fairgrounds, 
was held last Wednesday. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners received a 
$330,000 loan from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) on behalf of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County 
Board for the new shelter. The 
shelter board will pay off bonds 


that will be issued to pay for the 
facility over the next 20 years. 

Shelter board members fought 
back tears at the groundbreaking 
last week, recognizing volun- 
teers and donors who have made 
the dream of a new facility pos- 
sible. 

"We thank you and the ani- 
mals thank you for the support,” 


said Sharon Priebe, president of 


the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County, Inc. Board of Directors. 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, Inc., a non- 
profit agency, has operated the 
shelter since 199] when the 
county decided it would no 
longer run the shelter due to 
budget woes. 


The shelter facilities, run by 
the non-profit organization, have 
outlived their usefulness and are 
in dire need of repair and 
replacement. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board in January 
extended the lease for the cur- 
rent animal shelter through 
2007, but has future plans for the 
use of the property. 

Priebe acknowledged the gra-. 
ciousness of road commission 
officials for providing a home 
for stray animals while shelter 
volunteers raised funds and 
sought property for the new 
building. 

“They have been supportive of 
us every inch of the way,” she 


said. 

Priebe also praised county 
commissioners and Crawford 
County Administrator’ Paul 
Compo for guiding them 
through the red tape for the grant 


application. 


Roscommon architect 
Thomas O’ Brien has designed 
the building plans that will be 
the-new home for the animals. 
“The shelter will be in the 
northwest corner near Old 27 


-and M-93 and will be 3,700 


square feet. 

Construction bids for the shel- 
ter are due on Friday, Oct. 13. 
Construction will get underway 
by the end of the month, O° 
Brien said.

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AMERICANS WHO do not whole- 
heartedly embrace the political positions 
of either the extreme left or the extreme 
right are an endangered species .... and 
that means the American political sys- 
tem is in peril. 

That warning comes from outspoken 
moderate US Rep. Joe Schwarz, who 
was defeated for renomination to his 
Michigan congressional seat in August 
and will end his single two-year term in 
Washington in December. 

Mr, Schwarz of Battle Creek was 


trounced by former State Rep. Tim 


Walberg of Lenawee County in a nasty 
and expensive Republican primary. 

“I am the political equivalent of a 
wooly mammoth, a rarity headed for 
extinction, Yes I’m a moderate,” wrote 
Mr. Schwarz in a recent column for the 
Washington Post. 

“Our plight is dire. Even though more 
than half of all American voters consider 
themselves centrists, the Republican and 
Democratic parties are finding them- 
selves controlled to an ever greater 
extent by their more extreme elements.” 

Mr. Schwarz assigned to the 
Republican side the “religious right, the 
quasi-theocrats.”

Political moderates face extinction 


On the Democratic side, he claimed, 
“the moneyed Eastern establishment and 
California liberals shrilly tell Americans 
the sky is falling, that the world hates us 
and that Republicans are all wrong. Yet 
they offer no viable alternatives.” © 

Both extremes infiltrate the party 
power structures and demand strict 
adherence to their positions, he con- 
cludes. 

He’s got a point. Political extremism 
often brings juggernaut politics or stale- 


mate, and the art of productive politics » 


demands cooperation and cOMpnomaise 
for success.

MR. SCHWARZ uses his own cam- 
paign loss as an example of danger to 
moderation. ; 

He admits that his moderate (for 


* Republicans) positions on abortion, stem . 


cell research and “general feeling that 
religion and moral and ethical issues are 
private matters” riled “the hard right.” 
Jumping into the fray with all guns 
blazing was the Club for Growth, which 
plunked more than $1 million into 
efforts to defeat the moderate Schwarz, 
who described the group as “a 


Washington outfit supported by pluto- 


crats nationwide who apparently have 
nothing better to do with their money 
than give it to an organization that stands 
for nothing ... and likes to play in elec- 
tions in which it has no logical interest.” 

Even before Tim Walberg announced 
his candidacy for congress, the Club for 
Growth was running TV ads attacking 


Joe Schwarz as “a liberal.’ The drum- 


beat of anti-Schwarz attack ads intensi- 
fied through primary day. None was pro- 
Walberg; all were anti-Schwarz. 

Michigan Right to Life also listed Mr. 
Schwarz as a priority target, working 
largely through churches for Walberg’s 
victory. 

The result, wrote Mr. Schwarz, was “‘a 
classic example of a motivated minority 
—just 7.8 percent of the Republican elec- 
torate district wide — nominating a con- 
gressional candidate.” 

. An historical note here: Two years 
ago, the retirement of conservative Rep. 
Nick Smith opened this seat. Six 


Republican candidates filed for nomina- 
tion: Five, including Tim Walberg, were 
avowed conservatives. Joe Schwarz, the 
only centrist, won with only 28 percent 
- of the Republican vote, meaning 72 per- 
cent of those who voted favored a con- 


servative congressman, which provided 
a very fertile field for a conservative 
challenge in 2004, 

* * * 

POLITICS NEEDS a middle, Mr. 
Schwarz concludes. Hard line extremes, 
he claims, have “hamstrung political 
bodies from coast to coast.” 

And because moderates “straddle 
party lines, they may never be much of a 
cohesive group with the ability to move 
a policy agenda,” he warns, concluding 
that “unless they learn to fight as hard 
for the policies of the sane and rational 
center as the far right and far left fight 
for .the extremes,” moderates may 
become as extinct as the wooly mam- 
moth. - 

The Schwarz thesis may be influenced 
by his own recent. bitter experiences, 
first in coping with the extremities he 
finds in Congress, and then in being 
dumped by voters. 

A few signs exist that political moder- 
ation still lives. For example, moderate 
Republican US Sen. Lincoln Chaffee 


squeezed out a primary win in Rhode 


Island over determined and well- 
financed right wing attacks, including a 


Club. for Growth. And in Connecticut, 
Democrat Sen. Joe Lieberman, after a 
narrow loss to a left wing charge in the 
primary, is doing right well as an inde- 
pendent candidate.. The November vote 
will provide further evidence in both 
cases, 

Veteran political writer David Broder 
of the Washington Post sees signs of 
moderate resurgence. In a recent col- 
umn, Mr. Broder pointed to a handful of 
Republican senators who moderated 
White House positions on handling ter- 
rorism. He also referred to the so-called 
Gang of Fourteen senators from both 


‘parties who last year won compromise to 


prevent a drastic change in senate fili- 
buster rules. 
These may be delicate straws of hope 
for moderates, Time will tell. . 
There’s no question in my mind that 


political extremism exists, has been 


growing, and should be reversed. 

The attitude that “my way is the only 
way” has undermined public confidence 
in the entire political process.

God's justification not onty 
lakes away our sins by faith in the 
shed blood of Jesus Christ, it also 
imputs the righteous He of Jesus 
Christ to us. God's righteousness 
is declared for the past sins of the 
Old Testament saints in Rom

are past, through the forbearance 
of God.”

A recovery grant will support 
transformation of the local public 
mental health system to one 
based on recovery principles. 


ment derived from deliberations 
at the National Conference on 
Mental Health Recovery and 
Systems Transformation of 2004, 
which defines mental health 
recovery as “a journey of healing 
and transformation enabling a 
person with a mental health 
problem to live a meaningful life 
in a community of his or her 
choice while striving to achieve 
his or her full potential.” 
Paffhouse explains, “By defi- 
nition, the recovery process is 
self-directed by the individual, 
who defines his or her own life 
goals and designs a unique path 
toward those goals. The recovery 
model focuses on a person’s abil- 
ities to live, work, learn and fully 
participate in society; and it 
embraces empowerment, choice, 
hope, respect, and peer support. 
Recovery focuses on building on 


- the multiple capacities, resilien- 


cies, talents, coping abilities and 
inherent worth of individuals.” 

“With the recovery grant we 
will change our structure to one 
with recovery principles as its 
foundation, utilizing extensive 
involvement and input from indi- 
viduals with mental illness to 
guide us in its development.” 

A second grant will support a 
multi-faceted anti-stigma cam- 
paign. Plans include develop- 
ment of a speaker’s bureau, dis- 
plays, art shows featuring work 
of individuals with mental 1l- 
ness, documentaries, and public 
service announcements. 

“One in five people will have a 
mental health issue during their 
lifetime that requires treatment, 
yet many people do not seek the 
treatment they need because of 
stigma,” says Paffhouse. “The 
anti-stigma grant will provide 
funds to support a number of ini- 
tiatives that will help the general 
public understand that mental ill- 
ness is ceal, common, and treat- 
able.” 

Two of the grants support con- 
sumet-run drop-in centers, which 
are safe places where people 
with mental health issues can 


gather for support and socializa- 
tion. Kandu Island drop in center 
and its Third Meal Food Pantry 
in Traverse City will expand its 


allow for additional hours of 
operation. The other grant will 
fulfill some equipment and trans- 
portation needs to support 
growth at the chatroom drop-in 
center in Houghton Lake. 

. Staff and members of Club

intervention to address difficult 
behaviors grant, psychologists 
and other mental health profes- 
sionals, nurses, occupational 
therapists, case managers and 
direct care staff who work with 
older adults in a nine-county area 
will receive training (o gain 
expertise in addressing the diffi- 
cult behavior of clients with cog- 
nitive impairment related to 
chronic mental illness and/or 
dementia, 

In addition, the following two 
grants will support expansion of 
evidence based practice initia- 
tives over the ‘nine*county area 
that Northern Lakes CMH serves 
with its affiliate, West Michigan 
CMH System. 

The family psychoeducation 
grant will provide intensive edu- 
cation and support for people 
with schizophrenia and their 
families in nine counties. The. 
program was piloted in three 
Northern Lakes CMH sites over 
the past year and has been 
extremely well received by the 
families who have participated in 
it. 

The second evidence based 
practice grant provides for fund- 
ing to extend work underway for 
training and implementation of a 
regional system-wide transfor- 
mation process to provide inte- 
grated co-occurring disorders 
treatment for adults who have 
both a serious mental illness and 
a substance abuse disorder across 
nine counties. 

The last adult grant will allow 
Northern Lakes CMH to contin-

Speedway gas Station reopens with new store

After nearly a four-month hia- 
ius from serving customers in the 
Grayling gasoline and conven- 
ience store market, Speedway 
opened for business last week. 

Speedway, located at 308 S. 
James St., reopened on Tuesday, 
Sept. 26. The former Speedway 
convenience store was demol- 
ished in June. The store and gas 
pumps were reconfigured on the 
site as the new store was under 
construction. 

The square footage of the store 
nearly doubled trom 1,306 
square feet to 2,160 square feet. 
The number of gasoline dis- 
pensers grew from four to six 
pumps. And one employee was 
added to the store’s workforce, 
bringing the number of 


Speedway employees to II. 


Linda Casey, spokesperson for 
the Enon, Ohio-based Speedway 
SuperAmerica LLC, said the 
company strives to routinely 
upgrade it 1,650 convenience 
stores located in the Midwest. 

“We want to have stores that 
are inviting and provide our cus- 
tomers with the services they 
need,” Casey said. 

The larger convenience store 
features roller grills with Oscar 
Meyer hot dogs and other roller 
grill products, hot and cold sand- 
wiches and pizza. Frozen bever- 
ages, colfees and cappuccino are 
also available. The store also 
offers beer and wine. 

“Because profits are not made 
on gasoline, you need to go from 
smaller stores to having bigger 
stores that have more to offer 
that ‘customers want and that 
require the larger stores,” Casey 


said. 

The Speedway name dates 
back to the mid-1900s and was 
first linked with a chain of gaso- 
line stations based in Detroit 
called Speedway 79. In 1959, the 
Ohio Oil Company, now 
Marathon Petroleum Company, 
purchased the stations and 
changed them to Marathon sta- 
tions. 

During the 1970’s oil crisis, 
Marathon revived the Speedway 
name at higher-volume stations 
with convenience stores. The 
strategy proved to be a positive 
move, and the Speedway name 
was expanded across the 
Midwest and _ southeastern 
United States as the Marathon 
Petroleum Company acquired 
various smaller regional gas sta- 
tion chains.

Marathon = and 


Ashland Petroleum agreed to 
merge their refining assets to 
form Marathon — Ashland 
Petroleum LLC, SuperAmerica 
was a brand name for a chain of 
gas stations and convenience 
stores for Northeastern Refining 
of St. Paul, Minn, which was 
acquired by Ashland Petroleum 
in 1970. In the process of the 
merger, the two companies con- 
venience stores were merged 
together to form Speedway 
SuperAmerica LLC. Speedway 
SuperAmerica LLC is owned by 
the Finley, Ohio-based Marathon 
Petroleum Company LLC. 

Speedway stores are located in 
West Virginia, Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. Stores under the 
SuperAmerica brand name are 
located in Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and Kentucky.

Isaac VanNuck caught 
two TD passes and ended up with 
five catches for 100 yards, We 
finished the night as a team with 
almost 600 yards of offense and a 


pretty balanced attack - 230 
passing (yards) and 346 rushing 
(yards),” Coach Brock said, 
“Sophomore Geo Bindschatel 
also had himself a game by rack- 
ing up [5 tackles and an inter- 
ception. He also ran for a 60- 
yard touchdown and caught a 
five-yard TD. Fellow sopho- 
more Spencer Dean stepped up 
ta the challenge in his first varsi- 
iy game by playing every down 
on defense and making eight 
tackles. Tim VanNuck finished 
with 13 tackles and a sack. Troy

Ryan Cooper also had an inter- 
ception on defense as we forced 
five more turnovers to increase 
the season tally to 21,” Coach 
Brock said.
